THE BELGIANS AT HOME. 


By CLivE HOLiLanD. 10s. 6d. net. (Methuen.) 


Belgium has always been a favourite with the English 
tourist, and the reasons for this are very clear. The 
country is close to England—so much so that the cost 
of the journey for a Londoner is less than that of a trip 
to Scotland—it is very cheap, whether for the traveller 
or the resident, parts of it are picturesque, and all of it 
is interesting, and, above all, it is very decidedly ‘‘ foreign.”’ 
As a country with an atmosphere of its own, and within 
reach of the ordinary traveller, it comes second only to 
Holland. Its people, its history, its architecture, and its

pictures are alike strange to the Englishman, 
who has had reason to bewail the lack of a 
book on the country which shall be less im- 
personal than Baedeker and equally reliable. 
To such a one Mr. Holland’s book will be 
very acceptable. The author has a thorough 
acquaintance with his subject, and ina pleasantly 
chatty fashion he introduces his readers to all 
the best-known sights of the country. — His 
accuracy—so far as we can judge from our own 
experience—is unimpeachable, and his_ brief 
sketches of the history of various towns are just 
what the traveller requires. The author has 
given an added life and interest to a very 
charming subject. Mr. Douglas Snowdon has 
illustrated the volume with sixteen delightfully 
delicate and sympathetic pictures (reproduced 
in colours), and there are many other illus- 
trations from Mr. Holland’s own photographs. 


COSTUMES, TRADITIONS, 

AND SONGS OF SAVOY. 
By CANZIANT. 
Windus.) 

The author of this very elaborate work 
strikes us as a decidedly gifted person. To 
begin with, she. can write very pleasantly, and 
her record of anumber of visits to Savoy makes 
enjoyable reading. This is quite apart from 
the extra value given to the volume by the in- 
clusion of a large number of translations of 
local legends and songs. The author will 
impress the reader as having a thorough ac- 
quaintance with her subject, which she puts to 
the best account. In addition, the airs of a 
large number of songs are printed in full. These 
airs do not all possess beauty—to our ears, at 
any rate—but there can be no question about 
the interest with which they are invested. And finally, 
the author isa very accomplished artist as well. She gives 
us a large number of plates—roughly fifty—all of them 
reproduced in colour, and, in addition, quite a fair number 
of line-drawings in the text—principally of coins and medals. 
The pictures are as full of atmosphere as they are of colour 
(which is saying a good deal), and, though most of them 
have clearly been painted with a view to supplying a 
record of the fast-dying and wholly original costumes of 
Savoyards, they are none of them lacking in beauty. The 
only complaint that we have to make is that the author is 
too modest in referring to her book as a “little collec- 
tion”’; it is quite an exceptionally magnificent volume.

fashioned and leisurely in its going, vet sometimes racily 
and often intensely human, with a variety of interests, 
domestic, racial, psychological, and spiritual. It is pri- 
marily the revelation of a woman, in the depths of her 
own nature and under the influence of a stern theology 
and an American environment. Of literature there is 
far less than might be expected ; voluminous as was Mrs. 
Stowe as an author, we are left with the feeling that 
literature on the whole was something incidental in her 
life, mostly the outcome of domestic necessity and lack 
of pence ; once, indeed, inspired by a wave of pity and 
passion—when, without knowing that she did anything 
remarkable, she penned ‘‘ Uncle Tom’s Cabin ’’—and once 
in her old age—when she recalled New England memories 
—dictated by 
old times and associa- 
tions rather by 
any compelling creative 
stress. And the book 
makes it clear that if she 
had given nothing to 
literature her story still 
would been ex- 
ceedingly interesting, well 
worth telling, even by a 
great interpreter—such, 
for instance, as George 
Eliot, to whom some 
of the most expressive 
letters quoted in 
book were written. If 
we take all the 
literary interests the story 
remains full of human 
appeal, and often vivid 
with pictures of a cha- 
racter-rich old life long 
since passed away. Her 
New England childhood 
and girlhood were passed 
amidst a humanity that 
brooded sternly and 
darklv on the next world, 
but showed genial and 
affectionate traits in this. 
Her married life was one 
of stress struggle, 
and at the same time 
deep happiness. Her 
husband suggests a senti- 
mental woman disguised 
a learned professor. 
He thought her a genius

and wept over most of 
her manuscripts. The

Goddard need hardly apologise for having brought before 
us another volume upon this subject, more particularly 
as his book strikes out something of a new line. The 
author has taken pains to collect a large number of illus-

College, and the result of his labours may be seen in the 
sumptuous volume which is now before us. The illustra- 
tions—of which twenty-two are specially prepared plates— 
are exceedingly numerous, and all justify their inclusion 
in the book, either by their artistic beauty or by the 
interest connected with them. The author’s text is 
entirely adequate to its subject—and this is saying a very 
great deal—and he is fortunately possessed of a style 
which renders the book very readable.

THACKERAY’S WORKS. 


Catherine. Mliscellanies. The Knights of Borsellen. 
Centenary Biographical Edition. 6s. net each. (Smith, 
Elder.) 


The publication of these three volumes completes 
Messrs. Smith, Elder’s Centenary Biographical Edition 
of Thackeray—surely the most-complete and most satis- 
fying edition of the great novelist’s works that either 
the student or the general reader could desire. There 
are five hitherto unpublished portraits in these last volumcs 
and a number of new Thackeray drawings, the former 
including a very charming portrait in colour of Lady 
Thackeray Ritchic at the age of cightcen, painted by 
her father. Among the ‘* Miscellanies’’ are included the 
recently discovered ‘‘ Cockney Travels,’’ and such of the 
articles and writings rescued by the researches of Mr. 
Lewis Melville from the files of old newspapers and 
magazines as Lady Ritchie is convinced are authentic, 
as well as “‘ The Orphan of Pimlico’? and a number of 
Thackeray’s caricatures. ‘‘ The Knights of Borsellen ”’ 
is the fragment of a romance of Henry V.’s time that Thack- 
eray began to write, but put aside to work on ‘ Denis

Duval.” But more inter. 
esting than the romance is 
Lady Ritchie’s introduc- 
tion to this volume, in 
which she gives an account 
of her father’s ancestors. 
It is the introductions to 
the volumes in this edition 
that give it its unique value 
and distinction, for they 
comprise by far the most 
authoritative and intimate 
record of Thackeray’s life 
that has ever been pub- 
lished. 


A MEDLEY OF 

BIRTHDAYS. 
Collected by E. F. A. B. 
5s. net. (W. Heffer & 
Sons, Cambridge.) 

Miss Baumgartner, the 
compiler of this suggestive 
and original anthology, was 
an old lady who died early 
in this year, and who had 
never, so far as we know, 
distinguished herself in 
literature. Nevertheless, 
she has devised a sort of 
birthday-book and antho- 
logy which is worked on 
an entirely new scheme. 
Briefly, the idea is that 
every day of the year is the 
birthday of some one who 
has said something worthy 
of preservation. Miss 
Baumgartner, we are told, 
hit upon 688 of these per- 
sons, and there are accord- 
ingly at least 688 different 
extracts in her book. Each 
extract is as self-revealing 
as possible, and the general 
effect of the whole book is 
certainly somewhat stag- 
gering. Under July 2, for 
example, we find a quota- 
tion from Cranmer’s speech 
at the stake, immediately 
followed by a couple of 
sentences from Mr. William 
Le Queux in praise of the 
working classes of London; July 17, with Dr. Watts and 
Martin Tupper, and even the 26th, with W. M. Praed and 
G. B. Shaw, would seem in happier accord. The compiler 
was nothing if not catholic, certainly. But there can be 
no doubt that the work makes by far the most interesting 
birthday-book we have ever come across. It is a most 
pleasant combination of amusement and edification.

A HISTORY OF FRENCH 
ARCHITECTURE, 


By Recixacp Bromririp, A.R.A., M.A., F.S.A. 
50s. net. (G. Bell & Sons.)

The guiding purpose of Mr. LBlomficld’s work in these 
volumes has been to show the continuous growth of French 
neo-classic architecture, from its tentative beginnings in 
the reign of Charles VIII. to its mature development in the 
middle of the seventeenth century. Mr. Blomfield has 
already written a masterly history of renaissance archi- 
tecture in England, and this later history of the Renaissance 
in France is a no less conscientious and scholarly piece of 
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work. Nothing is gained 
by any too rigid systems of 
classification ; an attempt 
to classify phases of art or 
architecture only betrays one 
into error, for the. tempta- 
tion is not to make the 
particular label fit theobject, 
but to make the object fit 
the label. Therefore, Mr. 
Blomfield is satisfied to give 
his classifications large 
margins—there is no precise 
date at which one style of 
architecture ended = and 
another began; one style 
gradually passed into an- 
other : ‘‘ The differences of 
detail and method are 
obvious and important, but 
the essential point to keep 
in view is that one period 
grew out of another, and it 
is only by tracing the 
pedigree as a whole, by 
letting the mind range back- 
wards and forwards over the 
whole field, that it is possible 
to form a broadly compre- 
hensive view of the scope 
and meaning of the Renais- 
sance in France.’’ Mr. Blom- 
field has studied his subject 
with minutest care; he has 
taken infinite trouble to get 
exhaustively acquainted 
with it, and to examine all 
examples of public and 
domestic architecture in 
France that belong to the 
period he covers; and he 
has written in these two 
stately volumes a_ history 
that is as lucid as it is 
exhaustive. There is a 
very full bibliography on 
French architecture, and a 
number of excellent illustra- 
tions. 
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WORD PORTRAITS: From A History of French Architecture 


(Bell). 
Character Sketches of 
Famous Men and Women. 
By MAXIMILIAN HarRDEN. Translated by 
tos. 6d. net. (Blackwood.) 


The author of this work, Herr Maximilian Harden, is 
perhaps the leading force in German journalism at the 
present day. As editor of Die Zukunft, which he founded 
in 1896, he has always been a prominent figure, and he has 
made his paper “ probably the most influential, and cer- 
tainly the most fearless, in its clear and calm critical 
judgment of all existing German periodicals.’”’ The trans- 
lation of his ‘‘ Képfe ’’ has been carried out in a most care- 
ful manner, and Mr. Gabe’s work on the book is worthy 
of all praise. Harden writes a German which, in its 
elusiveness, the extreme length of its sentences, and its 
wealth of literary allusion, is extraordinarily difficult to 
translate, and although Mr. Gabe has not succeeeded in 
producing a volume which can justifiably be termed casy 
reading, ‘‘ Word Portraits’ is at any rate presented to 
the English public in an idiomatic and careful version. 
The “ Portraits ”’ themselves appear to us to be of varying 
degrees of merit. ‘‘ Old William,’”’ Bismarck, Richter, 
Holstein, and Ibsen impress us as brilliant in the extreme, 
while the savagery with which the author attacks Zola is

The curious title of the volume which the Count de 
Soissons has just issued through Messrs. John Long may 
perhaps help to bring it the success it deserves. The 
author sets forth his aims sufficiently clearly in his preface : 
‘‘ The purpose of this book,”’ he says, “is to narrate the 
extraordinary career of that famous Italian, Mazarin, who 
came to France poor and relatively unknown, but, never- 
theless, became a prince of the Church, ruled over the 
country omnipotently by smiles, flatteries, promises, 
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flexibility, and personal charms ; and acquired— 
for those times—the enormous wealth of a 
hundred millions in gold, which he was daring 
enough to take from the exchequer of the King 
of France for his own purposes. However, the 
most interesting feature of this volume will be the 
lives, love intrigues, and remarkable adventures 
of seven beautiful women, the nieces of the said 
Cardinal Mazarin, who brought them from Italy 
to France for the purpose of helping him in his 
political schemes ; he succeeded, by giving them 
enormous dowries, in marrying them into the best 
families in the land.’”’ This lengthy extract gives 
a clear idea of the nature of the book the Count 
de Soissons has written. Quite candidly, it cannot 
be said that his English style would be good in an 
Englishman, but it is wonderful in a foreigner, 
and ‘‘ The Seven Richest Heiresses”’ can be read 
with ease, amusement, and even a good deal of 
profit. A large number of interesting illustrations 
add ‘to the attractions of a very attractive piece 
of work.

The 
author is an unusually intelligent and wideawake 
traveller, and his claim that he is the first author to 
write impartially on Central America is, at any rate, 
deserving of serious consideration. Monsieur de 
Waleffe travelled first to Trinidad and Venezuela, 
proceeding afterwards by way of Panama, Costa Rica, 
and Jamaica to Havana, a town which he appears to 
have disliked. He finished his tour with a visit to 


' Mexico, and it is interesting to find that he gives some 


corroboration of the charges recently brought against 
the Mexican Government in the work entitled ‘‘ Bar- 
barous Mexico.” The effect that his journey had upon 
the authcr seems to have been not entirely pleasing.

There is always thought in Miss Matheson’s work, as well as 
melody. Much of her verse is inspired with a high religious 


vision and fervour ; whether she writes of the sufferings, the 
sadness, the strife and hope of the everyday world, or of the 
love divine and the sacred mysteries of the spiritual life, 
it is the note of earnestness, of profound sincerity that 
takes hold upon the mind and heart of her reader. ‘‘ No 
apostle of Positivism has shown a deeper reverence for 
humanity,” as Mr. C. H. Herford rightly says of her in his 
Preface, ‘“‘ no apostle of the Labour Church a profounder 
sympathy with toil.”’ | She has a gentle 
charity and catholicity of outlook, too, 
and a clear simplicity of faith that lends 
to all her religious poems an air of serious 
cheerfulness. We cannot give a better 
idea of the general tone of the book than 
by quoting the short poem with which 
the volume opens : 


CHRISTMAS DAY 


There is no word save one to tell 
The secret of this world of pain, 
Its flame of love that conquers hell, 

Its anguished loss that yet is gain. 


One only word since time began

Last Christmas we had the pleasure of noticing Mr. Eard- 
ley-Wilmot’s ‘‘ Forest Life and Sport in India,’’ a fascinat- 
ing work dealing largely with the individual experiences of 
the author as an administrator. The present book is of 
quite another description, and its contents are adequately 
set out by the title. The author does not belong to that 
sentimental class which makes its animals think—and some- 
times even speak—like human creatures ; his tiger never 
reasons—consciously, at any rate. Mr. Eardley-Wilmot 
prefers the far more credible paths of plain naturalism. 
His tiger is a wild and savage animal, oppressed only with 
the necessity of obtaining enough food to support itself. 
And, curious though it may seem, the author has certainly 
contrived to make his hero more or less ‘‘ sympathetic ”’ ; 
on several occasions the reader will find that his emotions 
are involved—and on the side of the tiger. It is perfectly 
clear to us that Mr. Eardley-Wilmot has quite an unusual 
knowledge of the life that a tiger lives, and we can 
congratulate him very warmly upon the result of his 
observation and his labours. ‘‘ The Life of a Tiger ”’ is 
quite unlike—and far better than—any other book of the 
same genus that we have read.

He has a 
sensitive ear for delicate nuances of rhythm, 
and a real sense of the beauty of words. ‘‘ The 
Troubled Pool,” which is in the form of a 
dialogue between Echo and Narcissus, is full 
of poetic feeling, and the various and varied 
shorter poems in the volume are instinct with 
the same gracious quality, and are finished with 
a fine, fastidious care. One might select as 
among the best of these such lyrics as 
‘“‘ Inania,’’ ‘‘ Love at Even,” 
or “ Friendship,’’ but on the whole we choose 
one of the slighter things, because of its airy 
spontaneity and simple charm, as representing 
the daintier side of Mr. Fairfax’s gift:

By profession a 
soldier (he 
fought at the 
Battle of Det- 
tingen), he won 
distinction 
rather as a country gentleman of the old school, a 
connoisseur in art, a magistrate, and—above all— 
a sportsman. He possessed numerous friends, and 
numbered among them some of the greatest wits of 
the period—such as Pulteney, Chesterfield, and Hervey 
—specimens of whose correspondence are printed, and 
there are interesting sidelights upon the old age of the 
Duchess of Portsmouth, Louise de Kéroualle, who 
died in France at the age of eighty-five or eighty-six, 
“preserving her beauty almost unimpaired, so the 
chroniclers aver, up to the very last.’’

Suffice it to say that Lord 
March’s hero—and ancestor—knew almost everybody 
of his time who was worth knowing, and that the book 
is of great interest and of no small historical importance.

complete edition of that great work than we have in these 
two handsome volumes that have just made their appear- 
ance under the able editorship of Mr. B. W. Matz. There 
has rightly been no attempt to amplify the text; that 
remains as Forster wrote it; but Mr. Matz has used his 
unique knowledge of Dickens and of all that concerns his 
lite and his writings to bring together a large collection of 
portraits, sketches, photographs, drawings, and fascimiles 
that add immensely to the value of the book, and help us to 
realise more vividly not only Dickens himself, but the people 
he knew and the places in which he lived and moved. There 
are five hundred of these illustrations, all carefully arranged 
and annotated ; and each volume contains a full and very 
useful bibliography. There are numerous portraits of 
Dickens, of the various members of his family, and of the 
wide circle of his friends, photographs of the houses he lived 
in about London and elsewhere, of scenes he visited, 
theatres in which he acted, halls in which he gave his 
readings, reproductions of pages of his MSS., and of the 
original covers of those monthly parts in which his novels 
first appeared.

there with a wild look in their eyes, and ‘‘ at more or less 
regular intervals their inclinations get the better of them, 
and, on one pretext or another, they break clean away. 
They are the only people to whom invariably it happens to 
go to Corinth, even if they can’t afford the ticket. Some- 
how, merely through vigorously wanting it, they get what 
they want.”’ Itis not necessary to break very far away from 
England—none of Mr. Goldring’s “' bolts”? have taken him 
farther than Marseilles, and most of those he deals with are 
confined to Belgium or Northern France—but it is necessary 
to get out of England and into a country where the daily 
life is utterly different from that to which one has become 
accustomed in London. The “ bolter’’ is not a person to 
whom the ordinary guide-book is of much use, save as a 
chronicle of indisputable—and dull—facts, and thus Mr. 
Goldring’s book is essentially personal. He takes you to a 
few, but not all, of the recognised sights of Arles, or Liége, 
or Paris, but he heeds humanity more than sights; he 
prefers the “lustrous Walloon ”’ of his Liége hotel, or Miss 
Lily of the Concert Walhalla at Namur, to the inanimate 
mass of Rouen Cathedral. Forinstance, there is the curator 
of the museum of Les Baux, who “ cherishes an autograph 
album, in which different French journalists have written 
little compelmentary sentences to ‘l’aimable Fournier.’ 
‘ That’s me,’ he remarked, after we had bowed and shaken 
hands, in case my intelligence had not been equal to making 
the deduction. Then he showed me the lion of his collection 
a blurred amateur photograph, which occupied a page by 
itself. ‘Onnyons Oleevare,’ he cried, with a declamatory 
wave. I looked closely at the print, and saw that it did 
actually portray the features of one of the most justly 
distinguished of our younger novelists. The amiable Four- 
nier had no reason to complain that I was not suitably 
impressed. He was a nice old man.’ With many such 
deft touches does Mr. Goldring create in his reader the spirit 
of the “ bolter,’’ and at the end he is sure to be absolutely 
converted. At any rate we were, and the last straw was the 
reading of an appendix, more suggestive than practical, of 
fares, recommended hotels, and the like. We are quite 
clear about it; we don’t want to review 
any more books, we want to go to 
France.

A _ critical 
estimate of Synge has already been at- 
tempted in the pages of THE BooKMAN, 
but, if we remember rightly, no reference 
was then made to Messrs. Maunsel’s 
Library Edition of his works. The edition 
is uniformly bound and well printed and 
produced. The plays may be obtained 
in two volumes at 5s. net each, the topo- 
graphical works—if we may venture to 
describe the poetry and tenderness of

by a very prosaic word—in two volumes 
at 6s. net each, and the Poems and 
Translations in one volume at 3s.

A History of the Parish of Wiveliscombe. By F. Hancock, 
M.A., S.C.L., F.S.A. 10s. 6d. net. (Barnicott & Pearce, 
Taunton.) 

The history of an ancient township, however obscure, 
is almost certain to be interesting, and Mr. Hancock’s 
book is unusually well written and well constructed. 
The date of the actual foundation of Wiveliscombe appears 
to have been anterior to the Roman conquest, while during 
the time of the Wessex kings it was an important place. 
Edward the Confessor granted its Manor to Bishop Giso 
of Wells, and it remained the property of that see until 
the beginning of the last century; once, in the days

of King Stephen, it possessed a mint. Its history 
has never, perhaps, been particularly eventful, 
but the author puts what material he has to 
good account. We cannot resist his story of the 
grave of Tytibye, a suicide: ‘‘ A poacher be- 
longing to a party who frequented the then open 
commons on Maundown declared that, passing 
this eerie spot, he saw a motionless figure standing 
on Tytibye’s grave. His companions determined 
to play a trick on his fears, and one of them, 
arrayed one night in a bullock’s hide, went pre- 
viously to the place and waited until the rest 
came up. Soon the others arrived at the cross- 
way, and one of them said to the ghost scer, 
‘Now, do you see anything there?’ ‘O yes,’ 
said he, ‘ there’s the devil and Tytibye looking 
over his shoulder.’ At this the fellow in the 
hide gave a loud yell, flung off his horns and tail, 
and ran away for his life with his companions, 
who rushed helter-skelter down the lane into the 
town !.”’

In his latest novel Mr. Norval Richardson has essayed 
something of a tour de force, for, although the reader may 
admire the hero’s force of character, there is nothing 
amiable in the method by which Thorne achieves his ends. 
From the first, when he imposes himself upon a lonely 
couple as their child, only to be recognised as an impostor 
by the heroine, to the time when he uses his knowledge of 
her divorced husband’s mode of life to wound the woman 
who knows too much about his past, he exhibits a ruthless- 
ness of character, even a cruelty, which would not ordi- 
narily attract the reader. Yet there can be no doubt that 
George Thorne is not only a possible, but a sympathetic, 
character. Mr. Richardson has an insight into the work- 
ing of men’s minds and accurate valuation of the motives 
underlying their actions which are exceedingly refreshing 
in these days of scamped characterisation. ‘‘ George 
Thorne ”’ is in many respects a fine novel, and the sincerity 
of the author deserves every praise. If the British public 
knows a good thing, it will not neglect Mr. Richardson’s 
work either now or in the future.

THE FLYING BOAT. 
By HERBERT STRANG. 3s. 6d. (Frowde and 
Hodder & Stoughton.) 


This story, one of Mr. Strang’s latest, deals with 
the wonderful invention of two school chums who go 
out to China together. One of them buys a hydro- 
plane which they try to turn into a flying boat. 
“The hydroplane was now by no means identical 
in appearance with the vessel that had roused a 
passing curiosity at Plymouth. During the year 
they had been in China the boys had devoted 


all their spare time to turning it into a hydro- 
aeroplane. They replaced the original hull with 
a much lighter frame of canvas, fitting a kite- 
shaped half-keel under its forward part. They 
kept their engine, but adapted it to work two 
propellers, one at the stern, below the water-line, 
for driving the vessel through the water; the 
other raised some feet above the forepart, for 
driving it through the air. To the sides they 
fitted floats and large planes, capable of being 
folded back when the vessel was to be used as a 
hydroplane, and adjustable at various angles. 
By means of differential gearing they contrived 
that the power of the water screw could be 
gradually reduced, while the air contractor gained 
in the same proportion. The effect of their 
arrangements was that as the speed in the water 
increased, the vessel rose a little ; then, bringing 
into play an elevator and the tractor, they made 
the vessel rise completely out of the water and 
behave in all respects as an aeroplane.’’ The 
owner of the machine goes through many thrilling 
adventures with it, and the book is alive with 
vigorous action from cover to cover. ‘ The 
Flying Boat ”’ is a rattling good story.

There will be 
few children, we think—and 
for the matter of that few 
adults—who will not have 
their curiosity whetted and 
their sympathies aroused by 
the tragic little tales that Mr.
